Polling Places 


In the old walled, medieval city 
of Munstereifel, in Ahrweiler, and 
other villages of the area, the 
polling places were busy. The Aar 
is the red wine region of Ger- 
many. It is a long, winding, deep 
valley. The vineyards climb the 
steep slopes on stone terraces 
which are many centuries old. 
Each village has its terraces and 
gasthauses which proclaim the 
virtues and the plentifulness of 
Aar wine. 


On election day in all the vil- 
lages along the Aar there were 
singing, laughter, music and talk. 
The Berlin question did not seem 
to be influencing the voting, prob- 
ably because the foreign policy of 
the three major parties essential- 
ly is the same. At least, none of 
the voters who were questioned 
after leaving the balloting places 
said Berlin had caused a change 
in voting preferences. One said, 
‘We laugh, pray and sing of rest, 
because there is really nothing 
one can do about Berlin. This is 
something for larger men.”’ 


Coming back in the late after- 
noon we stopped at Remagen. 
This, too, is a tourist place of 
quiet beauty, though to many 
Americans this will seem hardly 
credible. It was at Remagen that 
the famous bridge was taken in- 
tact by the American forces in 
World War II. It was the only one 
still standing. American forces 
poured across it in vast numbers 
in what was a comparatively easy 
crossing of the Rhine. 


Nothing remains now of the 
bridge save the three red stone 
buttresses on which it rested. The 
Germans destroyed it from the 
air a few days after the crossing, 
on furious orders from Hitler him- 
self. Four German colonels were 
shot by his direction for failure to 
dynamite the bridge. 


Embassy Dinners 


In Bonn there were dinners at 
some of the embassies. But by 10 
o’clock newsmen from at least 50 
countries were in the huge Bun- 
deshaus restaurant. There, too, 
were hundreds of German politi- 
cians and bureaucrats. 


Six television sets had been 
placed about the wall. There was 
a constant procession of voting 
reports and comments by experts. 


Two of us slipped away to go 
visit Willy Brandt. The mayor of 
Berlin was smoking a thin cigar. 
He was reserved and intelligently 
aware of what was happening. He 
and his party were making a 
magnificent comeback. But it was 
not enough. He looked very weary 
and was. The strenuousness of his 
campaign was beyond belief. He 
flew back every night to Berlin, 
spent some hours at his desk, and 
then was out by plane again to 
some point in West Germany. He 
lost. But he is by no means fin- 
ished. 


It was plain by two a.m. that 
Chancellor Adenauer had suffered 
a severe loss and that his party 
would need a coalition with the 
Free Democrats.

= Access, Allies Told

BERLIN—Communist East Germany served notice 
on the West Wednesday that future access to West Ber- 
lin will hinge on direct negotiations between the Allies 


and the East German regime. 


“Whoever wants something 
from the German Democratic Re- 
public, including agreements on 
access routes to West Berlin, must 
negotiate with us,’ said Neues 
Deutschland, the main East Ger- 
man party paper. It made its 
statement in an editorial com- 
menting on President John F. 
Kennedy’s speech before the 
United Nations. 

MORE BARRIERS 


In another development, -the 
Communists disclosed that Walter 
Ulbricht, the East German leader, 
has discussed further fortification 
of the East-West German border 
with military commanders in the 
border region. 


Neues Deutschland said Ulbricht 
visited the border area of 
Eisenach on Tuesday ‘‘to discuss 
with commanders of border troops 
measures for an improved safe- 
guarding of the Western boundary 
of the German Democratic Repub- 
lic.” The Communist border police 
force was incorporated nine days 
ago into the East German army. 


Informed Western sources said 
the Communist steps included the 
laying of mine fields along the 
East-West German frontier. 


“NO OTHER WAY” 


On the question of access, Neues 
Deutschland said it had been ob- 
vious even before the Aug. 31 
sealing of the Berlin border that 
there was ‘‘no other way”’ but di- 
rect negotiations with East Ger- 
many. “‘Now the situation has be- 
come even clearer. Clearer also 
for President Kennedy,”’ it said. 


The paper called the President’s 
speech ‘remarkable’ because it

The 87th Congress, which adjourned 
yesterday, leaves behind a record which 
hardly can be called brilliant. Except for 
beefing up the armed forces in response 
to the Berlin crisis, it emasculated, de- 
feated or laid aside much of the Presi- 
dent’s domestic legislation designed to 
strengthen the nation in its long - term 
struggle with communism. 

Major elements of the President’s 
program, those which formed key parts 
of the platform on which he was elected, 
suffered defeat or were not acted upon at 
all. These included federal aid to educa- 
tion, medical care for the aged, tax re- 
form and other measures to promote 
faster economic growth. 

The President fared better on legisla- 
tion governing foreign affairs. Even here, 
however, his foreign aid bill was diluted 
and Congress denied him borrowing au- 
thority for the long-range program that’s 
needed. While responding to the immedi- 
ate Berlin threat, this Congress showed

Expressway Penalties 


Department is slapping penalties on con- 
tractors who fail to meet the time limit 
for completing expressway work in 
Atlanta. 

The state set generous time limits in 
the beginning—figuring completion dates 
in working days instead of calendar days. 
(There are only 150 to 180 working days 
in a calendar year.) 

This system lowers the initial cost be- 
cause it is attractive to the contractor.

Atlanta and Fulton 
County specify calendar-day time limits 
in their own contracts and even though 
it costs more initially, it gets the job done 
faster and avoids the cost of extended dis- 
ruption.

“Unfortunately, there are those who make the very mistake the 
Communists are so careful to avoid. These individuals concentrate 
on the negative rather than on the positive. They are merely against 
communism without being for any positive measures to eliminate 
the social, political and economic frictions which the Communists 


are so adroit at exploiting.” 


Mr. Hoover is simply asking for maturity among us. A mature 
and patriotic American will not swallow the Communist party line, 
and neither will he go about reading Communist leanings into the 
actions of other Americans who are trying to eliminate social, po- 


litical and economic frictions in our society. 


If Mr. Hoover’s re- 


port is given a fair reading, it will stop a lot of foolishness in Georgia 
right now and send some dead-wrong lecturers on anti-communism 
packing back to where they come from.

move the confusion here over Berlin and Germany. The reason for 
this is that he is acting on one set of facts and most of the delegates 
to the General Assembly are acting on another. 


Andrei Gromyko, the Soviet for- 
eign minister, was savage in his 
speech to the General Assembly 
Tuesday, but he has been giving 
this soft line to the delegates in 
the corridors: The Soviet Union 
does not want to humiliate the 
West, but is merely trying to tidy 
up the existing division of both 
Berlin and Germany. 

No need for any crisis over the 
West’s rights of access to Berlin, 
Mr. G. says. These will be ‘‘guar- 
anteed.”’ 

President Kennedy, however, 
unknown to most of the delegates, 
is operating on more ominous in- 
formation. His envoys have been 
talking to Nikita Khrushchev. 

Specifically Khrushchev told one 
of Kennedy’s official emissaries 
that once Moscow signs a sepa- 
rate peace treaty with the Com- 
munist East Germans, not only 
all of the West’s rights in Berlin 
will cease, but all traffic to Ber- 
lin will cease until the West ne- 
gotiates new rights of access with 
the East German regime. 

Khrushchev was questioned mi- 
nutely on this key point. His re- 
ply was unequivocal: Not one 
truck, or barge, or train, or plane 
would leave from West Germany 
for West Berlin after the separate 
peace treaty until the new ar- 
rangements with the East Ger- 
mans were negotiated. 

Now, this is not precisely the 
same as Gromyko’s bland assur- 
ances. This is blockade, and block- 


ade is an act of war. Washington 
has made clear that it is not go- 
ing to get stirred up if the East 
Germans merely replace the Rus- 
sians on the borders between East 
and West Germany and approve 
the flow of adequate supplies. But 
Khrushchev did not support this 
procedure, and went on to threat- 
en that any effort to break his 
blockade by force would lead to 
war. 

Compare this with Kennedy’s 
discussion of the East German 
peace treaty here Monday. 

“The Western Allies,’ he said, 
“are not concerned with any pa- 
per arrangement the Soviets may 
wish to make with a regime of 
their own creation (East Ger- 
many), on territory occupied by 
their own troops and governed by 
their own agents. No such action, 
however, can affect either our 
rights or our responsibilities.” 

Khrushchev, however, is saying 
precisely the opposite. He is say- 
ing that his action not only can, 
but that it will, interfere with 
these rights immediately after the 
treaty is signed, if the Western 
nations do not sign up with UIl- 
bricht, the East German leader. 

Khrushchev could remove this 
ambiguity very easily by stipu- 
lating in his treaty with East Ger- 
many that all previous rights of 
access to Berlin were to be main- 
tained by the East German re- 
gime.

This flexibility should make it 
easier for the Russians to cool off 
the crisis they created and to

Kennedy carefully linked any 
Berlin negotiation to a German 
negotiation and hinted, as his 
lieutenants have also hinted in the 
recent past, that the United 
States might accord some form 
of provisional de facto recogni- 
tion of East Germany’s existence 
in exchange for a new deal on 
West Berlin. 


People should be neither sur- 
prised nor shocked by this. West 
Germany already has acknowl- 
edged as much economically and 
in terms of travel documents. 

Kennedy made it clear to the 
Russians that if they really wish 
sensible parleys they must see 
we cannot bargain with them un- 
der any ultimative deadline such 
as that fixed for this year’s end 
by Khrushchev. What Kennedy 
did was to gently add another 
six months. 

It is now up to Moscow. The 
Kremlin must show whether it 
really wishes sensible talks—and

The term “party line” is frequently used by Americans in talking about 
communism. Too often the term is used loosely to denote “following a cer- 
tain line of action’’ or set of party demands. In communism, however, the party 
line plays a highly significant and specific role—a vital part in the party’s pro- 
gram for the revolutionary overthrow of our form of government. We, as Ameri- 
Shs eS cans, should know more about the party line. What is it? How is it formed? How 
does it operate? As citizens we should know how to understand and interpret the party line—realizing 


that it is a hypocritical and deceitful technique to hoodwink and beguile us. 


The great danger today is 
that the constant reiteration 
of the party line by Communists 
—day after day— may cause 
their demands. to be accepted 
as valid and truthful. 

The party line, in fact, is the 
sum total of all party demands 
at any given time. These de- 
mands, whether they are lo- 
cal, national, or international 
in nature, are designed to pro- 
mote the Communist revolution. 
However vehemently the Com- 
munists may campaign for the 
various proposals which com- 
pose the party line, they are 
not genuinely interested in ‘‘re- 
forms” or improving our so 
ciety. For the party, reforms 
are useful only to the extent to 
which they advance the ulti- 
mate revolution. The party re- 
gards reforms as temporary, 
transitional adjustments which 
can be achieved during a period 
when the party has not yet at- 
tained sufficient strength to 
risk direct revolutionary action. 

It is only in this light that the 
following summary of the 1961 
line of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A., must be viewed. Based 
on authoritative Communist pub- 
lications, it has been prepared 
to summarize the position taken 
by the party on the major cur- 
rent issues of international and 
national interest and to show 
how the Communists attempt to 
exploit popular, legitimate is- 
sues for their own advantage. 


PART I 


Foreign Policy 


In the field of international 
relations, the party line can be 
summed up as ‘“‘made in Mos- 
cow.” Completely exonerating 
the Soviet Union, the party at- 
tempts to place the blame for 
all international tension on the 
United States. The Berlin situ- 
ation, according to the party, is 
a “crisis artificially created by 
Washington” in order to justify 
increased military spending and 
to stampede the American pub- 
lic into a war hysteria. It is the 
“aggressions and intrigues” of 
the United States which are al- 
legedly making it impossible to 
arrange for a cease-fire in 
Laos. Cuba is cited as a fla- 
grant example of ‘American 
imperialism,’ and the United 
States, in the party’s eyes, is 
responsible for the murder of 
Patrice Lumumba and other 
‘African patriots” because it 
created the conditions which led 
to these events. 

“Wall Street,” a_ traditional 
Communist whipping boy, is ac- 
cused of reviving Hitlerism and 
militarism in Western Germany 
as a prelude to using West Ger- 
man military forces as possible 
“mercenary troops’’ for war 
against the Soviet Union. The 
U.S. policies of refusing to 
grant diplomatic recognition to 
Communist China and of oppos- 
ing its admission to the United 
Nations are derided as “ridicu- 
lous.”’ The military dictatorship 
which recently seized power in 
South Korea, allegedly with 
American support, is accused of 
using the issue of anti-commu- 
nism to destroy democracy in 
that nation. 

In contrast, the Soviet Union 
is hailed as being “extremely 
patient’’ in its efforts to resolve 
all international tensions peace- 
fully. The Vienna meeting be- 
tween Soviet Premier N. S. 
Khrushchev and President John 
F. Kennedy is cited as a typi- 
cal example of the desire of the 
Soviet Union to negotiate all 
outstanding differences be- 
tween the two nations. 

Thus, while the party, in line 
with the current Soviet peaceful 
coexistence strategy, describes 
the preservation of world peace 
as ‘‘the supreme task of our 
period,” it is evident that this 
peace could be achieved only by 
complete capitulation to every 
Soviet demand. 


Domestic Issues 


The Communist Party, U.S.A., 
tonfident of its ability to sur- 
vive and grow, is expressing its 
conviction that history is on its 
side, as the world is marching 
‘‘irresistibly’’ toward socialism 
after clearly rejecting capital- 
ism because of its failure to 
eliminate poverty, oppression, 
and insecurity. All attacks on 
communism are condemned as 
“undemocratic,” and the party 
views the growth of “right- 
wing’ organizations as evidence 
of a trend toward fascism in the 
United States. The ‘“‘unjust”’ 
distribution of wealth in this 
country is cited as the explana- 
tion for what the party claims 
is practically a complete 
‘‘moral and ethical breakdown”’ 
which has developed into “a 
major national catastrophe.” 
The vaunted American stand- 
ard of living, according to the 
party, has always been, exag- 
gerated and, due to the cost of 
the cold war, is steadily de- 
clining.

(Editor’s Note: This is the 
full and unedited text of a 
report on the Communist 
party line, made by J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, 
tothe internal security sub- 
committee of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee last week.

that unemployment is one of 
the “inherent ills’ of capital- 
ism which can be eliminated 
only under socialism. Ameri- 
can labor leaders are derided 
as a “labor aristocracy’’ and 
a “reactionary clique’ because 
of their support of American 
foreign policy and because of 
their refusal to exchange la- 
bor delegations with the Soviet 
Union. 


Agriculture 


The party’s appeal to Ameri- 
can farmers is based on the 
claim that the large monopolies 
are responsible for what the 
party describes as the “‘chronic 
agriculture crisis’’ in which the 
small farmers are gradually be- 
ing driven from the land as a 
result of steadily declining 
farm income. Migratory farm 
workers are described as 
‘“‘slaves’’ working in “‘sweatshop 
factories in the fields,”’ and the 
party is calling for greater 
solidarity between farmers and 
workers to promote their mu- 
tual interest. 


Colonialism 


According to the party, the 
United States has now become 
the “biggest international ex- 
ploiter’’ and the “chief expo- 
nent of neo-coloniglism,’’ which 
achieves the usual colonial 
goals but in a more indirect, 
subtle manner. The United 
States is blamed for supplying 
the arms with which Portugal 
is “‘butchering’’ Africans in An- 
gola. The Alliance for Prog- 
ress, the recently adopted 10- 
year, multi-billion-dollar pro- 
gram aimed at the economic 
development of Latin America, 
is condemned as an effort to 
enable the United States to 
dominate the political, econom- 
ic, and social life of Latin 


America even more completely . 


than in the past. The party 
even lists Canada among those 
nations which are struggling for 
their independence—in Cana- 
da’s case economic independ- 
ence—from the United States. 
While conceding the ‘‘imperial- 
ism” is still strong, the party 
alleges that the demonstrated 
economic strength of the Com- 
munist nations and the growing 
economic strength of the newly 
emerging nations are trans- 
forming it into a dying force. 


Legislative 

Since the decisions of the U.S. 
Supreme Court upholding the 
constitutionality of the mem- 
bership clause of the Smith Act 
(In brief, the membership 
clause of the Smith Act pro- 
hibits membership knowingly in 
any organization whose goal is 
the overthrow of the govern- 
ment by force or violence.) and 
ordering the party to register 
under the provisions of the In- 
ternal Security Act of 1950 (In 
brief, the Internal Security Act 
of 1950 would compel the party 
not only to register its mem- 
bers but also to disclose its fi- 
nances.) vitally affect its fu- 
ture, the party reacted strongly. 
These decisions were casti- 
gated as a complete disregard 
of traditional constitutional lib- 
erties by the Supreme Court, 
and the party, at the same 
time, proclaimed its intention 
to defend its right to continue 
functioning. Party propaganda 
is stressing that the application 
of these laws against the Com- 
munists is the first step in the 
abrogation of the rights of all 
Americans. In addition, the 
party is leveling its guns 
against the prosecution of its 
members under the provision of 
the Landrum-Griffin - Kennedy 
Act which prohibits Commu- 
nists, or anyone who has been 
a Communist for the preceding 
five years, from holding union 
office. The party is also de- 
manding amendments to our 
immigration laws to make de- 
portation more difficult, the en- 
ctment of civil rights legisla-

has now developed into state 
monopoly capitalism, resulting 
in the complete subordination 
of the state “‘to the rule of the 
monopolists.” The party alleges

Armed Forces 


The issues of disarmament, 
on Soviet terms, dominate this 


phase of the party line. The 
party lists general and com- 
plete disarmament as the first 
step toward ending the arms 
race. The party charges that 
the present administration is 
using the ‘‘myth’’ of the threat 
of communism to justify the in- 
creased military spending, 
which, according to the party, 
is benefiting only the ‘“‘finan- 
cial warlords.”’ 


Minority Groups 


Historically, the party has 
exploited minority groups. It 
hypocritically clamors for an 


end to discrimination while, at. 


the very same time, it shame- 
lessly practices racial discrim- 
ination within its own ranks. 
While the party continuously 
attacks the Armed Forces of 
the United States, it neverthe- 
less demands that the Army be 
used to enforce the party’s own 
civil rights views. 


Education 


The party exploits the theme 
that the American educational 
system is steadily deteriorating 
as a result of low teachers’ sal- 
aries, mounting tuition fees, 
and insufficient federal and 
State assistance. The party is 
also critical of American edu- 
cational methods for failing to 
present a “‘true’’ picture of 
slavery and the history of mi- 
nority groups. While minimiz- 
ing the influence of conserva- 
tive campus groups, the party 
finds considerable encourage- 
ment in the growth of what it 
describes as “liberal student 
political parties’’ and ‘‘Marx- 
ist- and _ Socialist - oriented 
groups’ on college campuses 
throughout the country. 


Culture, Science 


For the party, the United 
States is ‘‘a vast cultural desert’”’ 
because of racial discrimina- 
tion and discouraging financial 
prospects for young people en- 
tering the arts. The space 
flights of Gagarin and Titov are 
being exploited to extoll the su- 
periority of Soviet science. 
Concern is expressed over 
“‘hate”’ literature being issued 
by what is termed “the ‘relig- 
ious’ wing of the Fascist net- 
work.” 


Women 


The party praises the role of 
women in the “struggle for 
peace’ but emphasizes the 
need for far more women to 
participate in the international 
peace movement. The treatment 
of women in the United States, 
where Communists claim they 
are barred from high-paying 
jobs as a result of discrimina- 
tion, is contrasted unfavorably 
with the treatment of women in 
the Soviet Union, for whom the 
party claims far greater oppor- 
tunities exist. 


Youth 


The party expresses encour- 
agement over what it detects 
as a gradual awakening of 
American youth to its social re- 
sponsibilities as evidenced by 
increased participation in the 
struggle for Negro rights and 
academic freedom. However, 
the party stresses the lack of 
employment opportunity for 
youths and calls for an end to 
“the burden of military serv- 
ice.”’ 


PART II. ANALYSIS OF THE 
PARTY LINE 


In its never-ending struggle 
for power, the Communist 
Party, USA, uses a wide va- 
riety of tactics, all designed, 
in one way or another, to 
strengthen the party’s influ- 
ence and, at the same time, 
to divide, weaken, and confuse 
the anti-Communist opposition. 


A favorite—and frequently 
effective—Communist tactic is 
the policy of ‘partial’ or “‘im- 
mediate’? demands. These are 
the short-term or temporary 
demands which the Commu- 
nists advance in order to create 
favorable conditions for future 
revolutionary action. The pages 
of the Worker, Political Af- 
fairs, Mainstream, and other 
Communist publications are 
filled with these demands. The 
public speeches and statements 
of party leaders are largely 
based on them. Indeed, these 
demands play a vital role in 
the Communist Party line at 
any given time. 


The immediate demands 
which the Communists advance 
vary greatly in scope and ob- 
jective. They may be local, 
regional, national, or interna- 
tional in range. They may be 
of interest to a large majority 
of the population or only to a 
limited minority group. They 
may involve economic, social, 
political, or cultural issues, and 
they may vary in significance 
from a proposal relating to 
world peace to a demand for 
improved low-cost housing in a 
specific slum area. There is 
probably no significant section 
of the American public—re- 
gardiess of age, race, social 
standing, occupation, or po- 
litical orientation—whose inter- 
ests have not coincided, on oc-

casion, with one or more of the 
Communists’ immediate de- 
mands. 


In itself, each of the immedi-. 


ate demands by the party may 
be entirely legitimate, or even 
popular, in nature, represent- 
ing the desire for a limited and 
specific reform within the 
framework of our present sys- 
tem of government. Very fre- 
quently, these demands do not 
originate with the Communists 
at all but in wholly non-Com- 
munist segments of the popula- 
tion, ; 


Follow Shifts 


It goes without saying, of 
course, that the immediate de- 
mands put forward by the 
party at any given time must 
be in close accord with the fun- 


damental strategy of the world 
Communist movement during 


that particular period. Thus, 


while many partial demands 
are almost perennial planks in 
the party's platform—higher 
wages, lower taxes, et cetera 
—a considerable number of 
them are extremely short lived. 
This is particularly true of 
those demands which deal with 
international affairs and which, 
therefore, must follow every 
shift in Soviet foreign policy. 


The Communists derive a 
number of advantages from 
their immediate-demands | tac- 
tic. Urging specific reforms in 
which many non-Communists 
are legitimately interested helps 
the Communists to _ identify 
themselves with the ‘‘masses”’ 
and to foster the image that the 
party is a progressive, enlight- 
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ened, humanitarian organiza- 
tion which is acting in the best 
interests of the American peo- 
ple. At the same time, the Com- 
munists are afforded the chance 
to pose as the ‘‘champions”’ of 
the poor and the oppressed, 
and, whenever the occasion re- 
quires, offer “tangible evi- 
dence”’ of their working-class 
“leadership.” 


The immediate-demands tac- 
tic alse serves as a conveni- 
ent disguise behind which the 
party can carry on its cease- 
less agitation against our free 
economy. More important still, 
the immediate-demands tactic 
enables the party to subtly in- 
still a feeling of unrest and dis- 
content among large sections of 
the population—in the words of 
the Communists themselves, to 
“radicalize’’ and to “‘political- 
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ize’”’ the masses. At the same 
time, Communists appeal to 
employers to do business with 
Communist nations. 


Demands 


For this reason, the party’s 
strenuous campaign for imme- 
diate demands is never allowed 
to subside. As soon as one set 
of demands is met, the Commu- 
nists immediately propose new 
and stronger demands calcu- 
lated to provoke a new contro- 
versy and to act as a new 
source of social friction and un- 
rest. The substitution of fresh 
demands for those which have 
been satisfied or outmoded in 
one way or another continues in 
a never-ending cycle with the 
aim of gradually convincing 
the “‘masses” of the need for 
a revolutionary transformation 
of society. 


In addition, the immediate- 
demands tactic provides party 
members with frequent opportu- 


lutionary action, thereby af- 
fording the Communist “van- 
guard” invaluable experience.

need for a drastic transforma- 
tion of the entire social system: 
and non-Communist opposition 
will have been weakened and 
divided to the point of hopeless 
confusion. In short, the party 
will have successfully laid the 
groundwork for launching the 
actual revolution. 


Promises All Things 

This is the real meaning of 
the Communist Party line, 
which promises all things to all 
men. It is skillfully designed to 
appeal to people from every 
walk of life, and, at the same 
time, to confuse the public by 
blending proposals ostensibly 
sponsored by the Communists 
with those of legitimate organ- 
izations. 

The uninformed citizen is thus 
doubly misled. He may accept 
the party line at its face value, 
without realizing that it is just 
another Communist tactic, and 
erroneously conclude that the 
party is a legitimate political 
group which is sincerely inter- 
ested in promoting these issues. 
Or, he may make the equally 
dangerous assumption that any- 


one who advocates proposals 
similar to those which make up 


the party line is automatically 


a Communist. 


Because communism thrives 
on turmoil, the party is contin- 
uously attempting to exploit all 
grievances—real or imagined— 
for its own tactical purposes. 
It is, therefore, almost inevit- 
able that, on many issues, the 
party line will coincide with the 
position of many non-Commu- 
nists. The danger of indiscrim- 
inately alleging that someone is 
a Communist merely because 
his views on a particular issue 
happen to parallel the official 
party position is obvious. The 
confusion which is thereby cre- 
ated helps the Communists by 
diffusing the forces of their op- 
ponents. 


Merely Against 


Unfortunately, there are those 
who make the very mistake the 
Communists are so careful to 
avoid. These individuals con- 
centrate on the negative rather 
than on the positive. They are 
merely against communism 
without being for any positive 


measures to eliminate the so 
cial, political, and economic 
frictions which the Communists 
are so adroit at exploiting. 


These persons would do well 
to recall a recent lesson from 
history. Both Hitler and Musso- 
lini were against communism. 
However, it was by what they 
stood for, not against, that his- 
tory has judged them.

' NEWARK, N.J. (P—More than 600 Negro young- 
sters rioted outside a police station Wednesday.

In one county, where 102 spot 
checks showed tax returns aver- 
aged 10.16 per cent, property 
owners were returning their real 
estate for amounts that ranged 
from .30 per cent of the purchase 
price to 66.67 per cent. 


In that county, a piece of prop- 
erty bought for $10,000 was val- 
ued at $30 for tax purposes and, 
in another instance, $50,000 worth 
of real estate was returned at 
only $1,566. 


In another county, 90 spot 
checks showed returns averaging 
11.59 per cent—and 15 pieces of 
property not returned for. taxes 
at all.

Nixon set his own standards for

He also said the gubernatorial 
candidate must attract top men 
to state government posts and 
‘most important of all, the next 
governor of this state must be a 
man who will devote not part but 
all of his energies to this job.” 


Nixon, in a statement dripping 
with irony in reference to Gov. 
Brown, said the people of 
California “need a new leader.” 
He described Brown as an “ami- 
able but bungling man who can- 
not clean up the mess for which 
he is partly responsible.” 


He said that Brown, after being 
elected governor, within six 
months started to run for the 
presidency of the United States. 


Then Nixon stated flatly: 


“T shall not be a candidate for 
president of the United States in 
1965; I will run for governor of 
California in 1962.” 


This answered the big question 
on whether Nixon would try to use 
the governor's office as a spring- 
board for the presidential nomi- 
nation in 1964. He lost out last 
year in a close contest with Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy. 


Nixon, who began his political 
career aS a young congressman 
in 1946 and then was elected to 
the U.S. Senate, has been more 
or less on the sidelines since his 
defeat last November.

Lord Home did not mention the 
current exploratory Berlin talks 
between Gromyko and Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk, or his own 
talk with Gromyko. But he left it 
to be understood that while the 
West wants negotiations with the 
Soviet Union on Berlin, the talks 
thus far have not revealed a basis 
satisfactory to the West. 


The foreign secretary protested 
strongly against the Soviet re- 
sumption of nuclear tests.

He and Dulles, the President 
said, had “been concerned this 
summer that (the CIA) should 
continue to serve as an effective 
instrument of our country’s policy, 
and we have been most anxious 
that we would secure the services 
of an experienced public servant, 
and that the transition which 
would be made this fall should 
be as smooth and effective as

The delegation voted 5-5 on area 
development, 4-4 on international 
travel and 2-2 on the debt-ceiling 
extension. 


None of these votes count paired 
votes, for or against. 


The worst individual record 
from the point of view of a sup- 
porter of President Kennedy was 
compiled by Rep. James C. Davis. 
Davis voted against the President 
nine times, for him three times, 
was paired in support of an ad- 
ministration measure once and 
was paired against administration 
measures twice. 


Rep. Carl Vinson of Milledge- 
ville had the best record of sup- 
port. He voted for the President’s 
measures on 13 of those 15 roll 
calls. On one of the others he did 
not vote, and on one he was 
paired for the bill.

Cheers and calls from the audi- 
ence broke out when he began the 
same kind of speech he has been 
making to private groups in his 
district meetings. Byrd's follow- 
ers were beginning to say it was 
a ‘new Byrd’ who spoke here. 


Sen. Herman E. Talmadge, 
meanwhile, said there is a grow- 
ing tendency on the part of courts 
at all levels ‘‘to favor the crim- 
inal at the expense of society.” 


Talmadge delivered the ban- 
quet address at the 61st annual 
convention of the peace officers, 
and told them he fears the tend- 
ency of courts to turn loose the 
criminals they arrest.

‘‘Nowhere is the situation more 
acute than in Washington, D.C.,

WASHINGTON — The Strategic 
Air Command expects to get its

‘Completion of new “semi-hard” 
bases at Spokane, Wash., and To- 
peka, Kan., in October or early 
November will give the United 
States nearly 45 land-based Atlas 
missiles officially in “‘operational”’ 
status, Pentagon officials indi- 
gan Tuesday. 


It was understood that Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert S. McNa- 
mara would discuss the problems 
and progress of the “top-priority”’ 
ICBM program during a two-day 
visit to the West Coast which be- 
gan Wednesday. 

TO COST $3 BILLION 


Overall, the Air Force ICBM 
base program, is is estimated, 
will cost upwards of $3 billion by 
1965. It involves the construc- 
tion, begun in 1957, of 24 launch 
complexes for 800 ICBMs from 
Plattsburg, N.Y., to Lompoc, Calif. 


The bases are for the Atlas, 
Titan I and Titan II, all liquid-

fueled, and the simpler solid-fueled 
Minuteman. 


To save time, the bases are be- 
ing built and ICBMs. installed 
while intensive testing and devel- 
opment of the missiles is still 
going on. 

THOR MOST RELIABLE 

None of the various ICBM mod- 
els has yet reached the same 
level of operational reliability as 
the Thor, an earlier intermediate 
Air Force missile now deployed 
in Europe. “Reliability’’ means 
essentially that the missile can 
be fired by SAC personnel with 
virtual certainty that no malfunc- 
tions will occur. 

Farthest along the rocky road to 
“reliability” are perhaps 28 early 
model Atlas “D’” missiles which 
involve radio directional guidance 
from ground stations after launch- 
ing. They are dispersed around 
Warren Air Force Base, Cheyenne, 
Wyo., Offutt Air Force Base, 
Omaha, and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base Test and Training 
Center at Lompoc, Calif.

NEW YORK — The American 
Newspaper Publishers Association 
announced Wednesday that it 
would file objections before the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion to proposed rate rises for 
leased wire services. 


Amory H. Bradford, general 
manager of the New York Times, 
who is press communications 
committee chairman for the pub- 
lishers association, said the com- 
mittee had voted unanimously to 
oppose increases that American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. and 
Western Union Co. would be re- 
quired to impose on press users 
of news wires under the FCC’s 
‘initial decision” of July 14. The 
AT&T also has announced its 
opposition to the increases. 


Under the decision, press cus- 
tomers of AT&T would face av- 
erage increases in costs of 19 
per cent, while other commercial 
users would get increases of 2.1

The inspection agreement with 
the international agency will rep- 
resent a precedent-setting field 
trial for one of the control meas- 
ures in the disarmament plan pre- 
sented by President John F. Ken- 
nedy to the United Nations Mon- 
day. 


As one step toward reducing the 
“nuclear threat,”’ the President 
proposed that the international 
agency exercise safeguards over 
fissionable materials shipped be- 
tween nations to make certain the 
reactor fuels were not diverted to 
military purposes. The inspection 
of U.S. reactors is designed to 
demonstrate how the agency can 
exercise such safeguards as well 
as to indicate the willingness of 
the United States to accept inter- 
national controls over atomic fa- 
cilities. 

The agreement now is being 
negotiated with the agency and is 
expected to be completed within 
a few months. To work out the 
details, two officials of the.agency 
earlier this month toured the four 
reactor sites. 


The fcur atomic plants to be 
inspected are the organic-cooled 
reactor at Piqua, Ohio, a proto- 
type for a small power plant; the 
experimental boiling-water reactor 
at the Argonne National Labora- 
tory in Illinois, and the graphite 
research reactor and the medical 
research reactor at the Brook- 
haven National Laboratory.

ANN ARBOR, Mich.—Consumer 
confidence in the nation’s econ- 
omy has improved decisively dur- 
ing the past three months, the 
University of Michigan Survey Re- 
ogg Center reported Wednes- 


Commenting on its third 1961 
measurement of changes in con- 
sumer expectations, conducted in 
August, the center said: 


“A large proportion of the 
American people are aware of the 
upturn in business conditions and 
a growing number judge the eco- 
nomic outlook for the next 12 
months as ‘good.’ 


RECOVERY, NOT BOOM 


“The opinion that attractive 
buys are available in household 
goods, cars and houses also has 
gained considerable ground,” in- 
dicating that consumers ‘‘will 
make a sizable contribution to the 
business recovery in the months 
to come.”’ 


But the Center also cautioned 
that the findings of the August 
survey spell “recovery and not 
boom”’ as far as consumer spend- 
ing is concerned. 


The most recent survey found 
favorable attitudes toward buying 
household goods and cars are at 
or near their 1955-56 peak, and 
also high in the area of housing. 


CAR PROSPECTS UP 


It said intentions to buy auto 
mobiles during the next 12 months 
were more frequent than in 
August, 1960, but less frequent 
than in mid-1959. 


U.S. Studies Cuba Documents | 


Plotting Revolt in Argentina’ 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The State 
Department said Wednesday it is 
studying documents that purport 
to show Cuban plans for over- 
throwing the Argentine govern- 
ment. 


Argentine President Arturo 
Frondizi, in New York for a U.N. 
session, declined to comment on 
the reported plot. He was reported 
to have discussed the matter with 
President John F. Kennedy during 
their meeting in New York Tues- 
day. 

In disclosing the State depart- 
ment study, press officer Joseph 
W. Reap declined to say whether 
the documents appeared authen- 
tic. A spokesman for Frondizi 
said there would be no Argentine 
government comment until the 
question of authenticity had been 
checked. 


Reap denied reports from diplo- 
matic quarters that the State De- 
partment had put pressure on 
anti - Castro Cubans to cancel 
their plans to show the documents 
over television in Miami. 


The reports said that instead, 
copies of the documents had.been 
turned over to Argentine officials 
in New York. 


The documents are said to have 
been stolen by a Cuban consul in

Capital hostesses whose names 
never appear on a White House 


guest list boast that their butler 
serves at the President’s- state 
dinners. 


Somehow this improves their 
social status. 


The White House calls in from 
12 to 20 extra butlers for every 
state dinner or luncheon, but 
the fortunate few are under 
strict orders not to repeat any- 
thing they hear or relate any- 
thing they see. 


Getting on the White House 
butler list is almost as difficult 
as getting into the social regis- 
ter. One doesn’t apply for it, but 
must be recommended either 


by a hostess who has White 


House connections or by anoth- 
er butler who has made the 
grade. 


The part-time butlers must be 
skilled in diplomacy as well as 
the art of serving. They provide 
their own evening dress, white 
tie and tails, must pass a rigid 
investigation by the Secret 
Service. They must pass health 
checks at the Army’s Walter 
Reed Hospital. 


TEAM WORK 


The butlers are paid $12 for 
four hours of work, and report 
for duty at 6 p.m. for an 8:00 
state dinner. They work in 
teams of two, assigned to a sec- 
tion of eight guests at the table.

At the latter, the rate is 
$3 an hour but a private dinner 
or cocktail party will run five 
or six hours compared to four 
at the White House. A private 
hostess adds a tip of from $3 
to $5.

Work at a state dinner, but- 
lers say, is much harder too. 


“We have to be on our toes 
every minute,” said one. “At a 
private party you can smoke a 
cigarette while you're standing 
behind the door waiting to 
serve the next course, but it’s 
against the rules at the White 
House.”’ 


Sut almost any butler will 
pass up a private party to serve 
at a presidential event. It’s the 
prestige they want. 


“It helps our private business 
to have the distincition of hav- 
ing served at the White House,” 
one explained.

Forgetting the craggy visage of Honest Abe, Dan Haughton has 
the same homespun, country way that belies razor-edge intelli- 
gence, and a certain rusticity that gives him a sympathetic insight 
into other amounting almost to indentification with them.

Legislators’ salaries, quickie 
marriages and school dropouts 
got action from some 200 offi- 
cials of the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs at their fall 
meeting in Atlanta Wednesday 
morning. 


Club leaders from over the 
state, representing the federa- 
tion’s over-11,000 membership, 
passed several resdlutions on 
current issues and made plans 
for the new club year. 


Most controversial resolution, 
passed after lenghty debate, 
was a resolution concerning 
state legislators’ salaries. 


The women determined to ask 
a stabilized base salary for the 
legislators “to forego their con- 
tinually increasing their own 
salary,"’ Mrs. E. O. Cabiniss of 
Maxeys state president, ex- 
plained. 


And they will ask for more 
careful use of per diem pay and 
expense account funds while 
legislators are on special com- 
mittee work. 


The resolution as adopted 
read: “the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs urges the 
General Assembly to establish 
a base salary for its members 
through a formula which will 
include definite provisions for 
regular sessions and for such 
extra duty as becomes essential 
in carrying on the business of 
the State.’ 


Under the leadership of Mrs. 
J. Horace Clark of Atlanta, 
resolutions chairman, the execu- 
tives also took action to curtail 
quickie marriages, with teen- 
agers in mind.

They will support an amend- 
ment to the state law requiring 
a three-day waiting period on 
marriage licenses to cover not 
just those under age 21 but all 
ages.

Dear Dr. Molner: Is salt good 
for a person? My mother-in- 
law in her late 70s says the 
doctor told her to drink hot salt 
water. She drinks glasses of it 
all day, a teaspoon of salt or 
more in a glass. I’ve heard of 
drinking a. glass of warm: 
water after dDreakfast but never 
glasses of hot salt water all 
day.—Mrs. E. T. 


Salt 1s essential. In varying 
amounts, it is present in most of 
the foods we eat. Generally we 
all use more salt than we need. 


The principal exception, of course, 
is when in hot weather hard ex

ercise and heat combine to cause 
so much perspiration the body 
loses too much salt.

Never- 
theless she’s in her late 70s and 
still able: to lift a glass, so ob- 
viously her briny drinks haven't 
hurt her. 


Persons with Addison’s disease, 
a not very common ailment, re- 
quire extra salt. Some with heart, 
liver or kidney diseases usually 
require a low-salt diet. (A no-salt 
diet is scarcely possible, since so 
many foods naturally contain at 
least traces of it. 


Most of us, even if, as is usual- 
ly the case, eat more salt than 
we need, get rid of the excess 
without difficulty. In the case of 
a person in the late 70s, I doubt 
it is necessary to do anything. 
And the habit evidently is fixed.

It’s possible to contract syphilis 
from kissing. Let me put it this 
way: If as is remotely possible 
also, somebody with the disease 
happened to dévelop a sore from 
it on the elbow and he or she hap- 
pened to rub elbows with some- 
body with a nt cut, abrasion, 
sore or scratch there, the disease 
could be so transmitted. 


It so happens the mouth is 
somewhat more likely to have lit- 
tle breaks in the skin than the 
elbow. Therefore it is safer to 
rub elbows than to kiss. Likewise 
there’s the fact that the mouth is 
sheathed in mucous membrane 
and the elbows aren’t. The germ 
can transmit through a mucous 
membrane as well as through a 
cut.

within the next year or So. 


Ruth was a veteran of 14 major 
league campaigns when he hit the 
magic mark in 1927. The 27-year-old 
Maris achieved the feat in his fifth 
year in the big time. 

Over the long haul, no one has 
approached Ruth’s Herculean career- 
record. Since Maris and Ruth per- 
formed in different eras under differ- 
ent conditions, there is no accurate 
yardstick with which to measure them. 

Commissioner Ford Frick set 
off a debate which will rage for years when he ordered an 
asterisk to be placed beside Maris’ 60 in the record books. Maris 


made a game bid, but No. 60 was four games too late to settle 
the quarrel. 


No one solicited our opinion, but we think Frick made a sound 
decision. After all he’s merely inserting the actual facts in the 
book. Ruth hit 60 homers in 154 games. Maris belted 60 in 159, in- 
cluding the tie contest. 


—M-M Boys Made a Hit on All Fronts 


On the other hand, Maris deserves royal acclamation from 
everyone remotely interested in baseball in particular and sports in 
general. And Mickey Mantle should also receive full-throated cheers. 


At a time when major league baseball desperately needed a 
box office transfusion, Maris and Mantle roared across the stage. 
Seldom, if ever, have two athletes captured the attention of a sports- 
minded nation like the M-M boys. Citizens who have never seen a 
baseball game became vitally interested in the home run race be- 
tween the M-M boys and Ruth. 


The pennant race was almost forgotten in the wave of ex- 
citement. And when you check the standings in the American 
League, you see that club owners were fortunate the public for- 
got about the “race.”’ 


Detroit made a sizzling run at the Yankees, then fizzled down 
the stretch. Expansion to 10 teams weakened all clubs and only 
extreme loyalists could support outfits like Washington, Los Angeles 
and Kansas City. Second-place Detroit is now nine games behind 
the Yanks, and last-place Washington is 4642 lengths off the pace. 


News that the Yankees were coming promoted banner business 
at parks where most of the turnstiles seldom turned. Maris and 
Mantle presented an attraction that customers in KC and DC en- 
joyed as much as fans at Yankee Stadium. 


—Maris Finished Like a Champion Should 


Many observers, including this agent, thought that Mantle would 
be the man to threaten Ruth at the wire. But Maris, exposed to 
pressure as great as any athlete has known, came through like a 
champion. He barely missed No. 60 after poling No. 59 in the 154th 
contest in Baltimore. 


Mantle had loomed as the logical contender to Ruth’s crown 
when he smashed 52 in 1956, the year that Maris earned entry to 
the majors by mauling 17 at Indianapolis. Maris’ previous peak was 
the 39 homers he hit last year in his Yankee debut. And there was 
no indication at the outset that he would approach the magic 60 
this outing. 


He opened the season in the throes of a slump and owned 
a mere 11 homers as late as May 30. So Maris is deserving of 
all the accolades. He may not be another Ruth, but it’s now 
a matter of record that there isn’t another Maris on the scene 
today. 


On the topic of records, young Jack Fisher earned the unenvi- 
able distinction of becoming the second major league pitcher to 
serve up a 60th homer. The strong-armed right-hander from Augus- 
ta, Ga., was on the hill when Maris connected at Yankee Stadium 
Tuesday night. Ironically, Fisher was the pitcher when Ted Williams 
hit his 521st and last homer last year. 


Asterisk, or no asterisk, Roger Maris will be remembered as 
the man who made the long hot summer of 1961 one of the most 
memorable in sports. I hope he hits 558 more before he’s through.

useadines Flourish 


In Dixie’s Dishes

If you are from the South- 
land, then you have probably 
enjoyed Muscadines _ either 
fresh, in a sauce, jelly or but- 


ter. But, if not, then you have 
missed a real treat! 


And speaking of treats, if 
you're a collector of apothe- 
cary jars you'll be interested to 
know that most of the Musca- 
dine treats are preserved in 
small glass apothecary jars at 
Callaway Gardens near Pine 
Mountain, Georgia. 


Muscadine jelly with hot bis- 
cuits and plenty of butter is a 
“must” on Southern breakfast 
menus. The sauce adds that 
extra flair to game, poultry and 
meats. And for dessert—well— 
why not try Muscadine Ice 
Cream? 


FAVORED COMBINATION 


One of the favorite combi- 
nations around Pine Mountain 
and throughout Georgia is 
warm Banana Bread _ spread 
with butter and lavishly topped 
with the mouth-watering sauce! 


There are many interesting 
problems that accompany the 
canning of this delightful fare. 
And if you have muscadines on 
your grape arbor, you might be 
interested to learn about some 
of the problems and how they 
are solved. 


It is interesting to know that 
once muscadine grapes are re- 
moved from the vine, they soon 
begin to ferment and since the 
preserve plant handles large 
quantities at one time, it is 
important that they stop this 
fermentation action before the 
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grapes are ruined for jellies, 
sauces and butter. 


Freezing prevents fermenta- 
tion. Muscadines have been 
frozen for as long as 13 years 
without any damage to the 
quality or flavor. 


BUSY FALL 


Approximately 110 tons are 
unloaded on a busy day in the 
early fall. And the first loads 
come in on or right after Labor 
Day. This year, the rains de- 
layed the process about two 
weeks. 


When unloading the grapes, 
they are washed and sorted. 
The seeds are removed and 
the grapes are packed into gal- 
lon containers to be frozen. 


After the harvet season is 
over, then the preserving be- 
gins. Up until this time, there 
is no time to carry on both 
operations. 


There are many varieties of 
muscadines, but perhaps the 
Hunt variety is one of the best 
for preserving. At least, this 
one is preferred in this par- 
ticular plant. 


Muscadine grapes seem to 
grow only in the southland. Va- 
rieties have been shipped to 
other countries which include 
Africa, parts of South America 
and some European countries. 


MUSCADINE’S LIFE 


The life of the muscadine is 
indefinite and the vines require 
little attention. ‘“‘They are 
pruned, fertilized and the weeds 
are removed,” said Walter Join- 
er, manager of the preserve 
plant. 


“An acre usually produces 
five tons of grapes,’’ continued

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Walker, ‘‘and after three years, 
a young vine starts producing.” 


One known vine has produced 
for over 380 years. 


M. Aubrey Owen of Gay, Ga., 
recommends that 180 plants be 
set per acre, spacing the plants 
20 feet apart in the row. “The 
rows should be 12 feet apart,’ 
he said. 


A trellis is constructed to hold 
the vine. It usually consists of 
six and one-half or seven-foot 
posts set about two feet in the 
ground with the end posts at 
least eight feet long and set 
at least three feet in the ground 
and securely braced. 


WIRE HOLDS WINE 


Wire is fastened on top of the 
line posts and tied to the end 
posts. Vines are placed midway 
between pos™ .“" directly un- 
der the wir® 


There are three methods used 
in harvesting muscadine grapes. 
They include shaking, stripping 
and clipping... The fastest of 
these and most economical is 
shaking the fruit from the vines 
on to sheets, either spread on 
the ground or suspended by 
some type of frame 


Fruit to be used for fresh eat- 
ing must be either clipped in 
bundles or stripped from the 
bunch into buckets or baskets. 


Color, flavor, sugar content, 
size, thickness, acidity and pec- 
tin content vary in the varieties 
of muscadine grapes. The color 
ranges from bronze as seen in 
the Scuppernong to a deep red 
in the Thomas and reddish pur- 
ple in the Hunt. 


MUSCADINE SAUCE 


5 lb. deseeded grapes 
4% lb. sugar 
4 pint cider vinegar 

1 tbsp. cinnamon 

1 tbsp. allspice 

1 tsp. cloves 

1 tsp. mace 


Boil deseeded grapes for 10 
minutes, or until hulls are ten- 
der. Add sugar and cook until 
thick. Add spices and vinegar 
and cook until the product 
gives a very light jell test (219 
degrees). Pack hot in hot jars 
and seal. Makes 8 to 9 16- 
ounce glasses. 


Another tempting treat with 
hot biscuits, buttered rolls or 
meats is Muscadine grape but- 
ter. It is not as chewy as the 
sauce and lightly spiced. 


MUSCADINE GRAPE BUTTER 


5 lbs. grape pulp and 
ground hulls 
2% lbs. sugar 
% tsp. powdered cinnamon 
%) tsp. mace | 
1 tsp. cloves 


Wash and crush grapes. Sepa- 
rate hulls and pulp. Heat pulp 
with juice and put through a 
colander to remove seed. Grind 
hulls in a food chopper using 
fine blade. Combine deseeded 
pulp, juice and hulls. Cook un- 
til hulls are tender. Add sugar 
and spices. Cook very slowly, 
stirring repeatedly, until the 
mixture is very thick with a 
jelly-like consistency. Pack in 
sterile jars -and_ seal. 
Yields 6 to 7 16-ounce glasses.
